EDITORIAL COMMENT 


THE ECONOMICS OF A SQUARE DEAL 


'•CONSTRUCTIVE: DEMOCRACY, The Economice 


of a Square deal," by William E. Smythe. Published 
by The Macmillan Company, Xew York. 450 pages, 
*1.50 net. 
T 


HIS work is of special interest to residents 


of Nevada, for more reasons than one. 


The plans which the author proposes for "The 
Taming of Monopoly" are founded largely upon 
the railroad measure introduced in the senate last 
January by Senator Newlands. In The Journal 
of August 31, 1905, appeared an article by Mr. 
Smythe explaining this measure in outline, and 
the book now in hand provides a full discussion 
of the subject. In parts IV and V, "The Unfin- 
ished Republic" and "Institutions for Surplus 
Men," Mr. Smythe discusses with force and vig- 
or such questions as the field of future domestic 
expansion, the fitness of Western America, the 
public domain, the national irrigation policy, co- 
operation, colonization, and others upon which he 
is so well qualified by experience and attainments 
to speak, and in which Nevada has a vital and 
peculiar interest. 


The book is remarkably timely. 
At a time 


when a great battle between organized dollars 
and organized man, is clearly impending, but 
when the only effective organization seems to be 
on the part of dollars while the people grope in 
doubt and ignorance, and while even the president 
seems not to know exactly what ought to be done, 
it sounds the first clear, ringing note. The auth- 
or not only knows the evils of monopoly, but he 
knows the remedy, and lacks neither the courage 
nor the ability to state them forcibly. 
Whatev- 


er the outcome of the battle of the railroad rates, 
it is encouraging to remember that the crisis lias 
not passed without bringing to the front at least 
one brave, sincere attempt at a scientific solution, 
in the Newlands plan, and at least one earnest, 
powerful plea for the adoption of that plan on the 
highest ethical and economic grounds, ,in this 
volume. 
, 
i, 


Readers of The Journal are somewhat famil- 


iar with the Newlands railroad measure and it 
need not be explained in detail. 
Briefly, it is 


proposed to bring about the consolidation of all 
the railroads in the United States into a system, 
under a national incorporation act, thus recog- 
nizing the scientific soundness of the theory that 
such combinations along co-operative lines make 
for economy and efficiency; to remove railroad 
investments from the speculative field bv means 
of an act of congrss limiting, once for all, the 
earnings of the consolidated system to "a normal 
return," cf about fi%-e per cent.: and by taking 
the taxing; power out of the hands of the states 
and their many local slbdivisions and vesting it 
in the national government, to be exercised as a 
franchise tax on gross receipts, the proceeds to 
be equitably distributed among the states. It is 
argued that by doing this, the country would be 
working "in harmony with universal laws," in- 
stead of "tr\ing to repeal them," as the author 
thinks the Kansas farmer has sometimes been 
prone to do ; that the incentives for extortion, dis- 
criminations, political corruption, and all the long 
train of abuses now attcndent upon the adminis- 
tration of the railroads would be removed, and 
that the railroad managers would become honest 
simply because they would have nothing to gain 
by being dishonest; and that the net result would 
be greater efficiency, lower rates, higher wages 
for employes, the prevention of avoidable acci- 


dents, pensions for disability and old age, and, 
in short, all the benefits of public ownership 
with none of its perils. 
It is further proposed 


that in fixing the normal return which the con- 
solidated system should be allowed to earn, the 
property of the railroads shall be valued upon a 
just basis and that all future increase in such val- 
ue shall inure to the public, to whom, it is argued, 
all such "unearned increment" rightfully belongs. 


Thus far the argument is based upon 
the 


Newlands proposals 
for 
railroad 
regulation, 


which Mr. Smythe believes to be a wonderful 
piece of constructive 
statesmanship. 
But 
he 


goes further, and finds in the Newlands plan 
principles which he believes are equally applica- 
ble to all monopoly. A considerable portion of 
the book is devoted to a discussion designed to 
show how these principles could be applied to 
deal scientifically and effectively with each monop- 
oly as it arises. 
The beef trust and the cotton 


industry are selected as concrete examples, and 
discussed in the most convincing way. Light is 
also thrown upon "The Man With the Hoe," the 
tariff question, and other allied subjects of inter- 
est. The author docs not believe in looking for 
trouble—"there is no need to regulate monopoly," 
he declares, "where monopoly does not exist"— 
but confines himself to the discussion of rational 
proposals for dealing with burning questions of 
the day. 


One of the most interesting portions of the 


book is the discussion of the problem of "The 
Surplus Man." 
The nation, according to the 


author, has heretofore been steadied in its course 
and enabled to weather storms largely because of 
the room we have for the expansion of popula- 
tion over large areas, of fertile soil. With the ex- 
haustion of that means of relief now in sight, we 
are about to lose a safety-valve, and the question 
of a wise policy of domestic expansion and de- 
vdnpment becomes more than ever important. 


L pun this theme, with his unequalled equipment 
and long study of the problems which it presents, 
Mr. Sni}the is able to speak with authority. His 
\\ords cannot fail to have a profound influence, 
and we only wish there were a volume upon this 
subject, alone, instead of the severely condensed 
160 pago uhich he has given it. 


" Const. ructi\ e 
Democracy" 
is a 
distinct 


achievement, from even [joint of view. 
It as- 


sumes the intelligent, serious, and thorough dis- 
cussion of Senator Xcwlands' railroad measure 
by the country at large—a circumstance fraught 
with tlve most interesting possibilities. 
In the 


event of the successful application of the plan to 
the railroads, it opens up a strong probability of 
similar measures being applied to other monopo- 
lies as fast as they demand legislative action—in 
short, the justification of the author's belief that 
he has found the solution of the trust problem. 
This would certainly be achievement, of the high- 
est order. 
The book is written in a clear, con- 


vincing style, without a dull page—a remarkable 
performance in dealing with "the dismal science" 
of economics. 
And above all, the book is re- 


markable for the tone and substance of its joy- 
ous faith, in courage, and optimism. We wish 
that every American who feels, in these graft- 
ridden da\s. that his "way is cloudy." might read 
this book and from it imbibe new faith in the fu- 
ture of his country and its institutions, and stur- 
dy convictions for his guidance in the duties of 
citizenship.
